The attached Basic Plan is presented for renewal for the period jp- 
October 1951 to 30 June 1953* 

1. The CAPSTAN Project was originally approved on 21 June 19^9* 

Bri^ly stated, the primaiy 0S0 objectives of this project are: 

to organize and develop the underground and resistance forces 
in the Lithuanian SSR for the purpose of establishing support 
points and agent nets 

to obtain intelligence and operational data through the 
underground and resistance nets. 

to facilitate the penetration of the USSR over agent nets 
and support points in the Lithuanian SSR, 

to facilitate operations against priority targets in the 
Lithuanian SSR. 

2. The OPC functions under this project which have become a respon- 
sibility of the SR Division since the merger of 0S0 and OPC will be coor- 
dinated with the proper OPC staffs. Specifically, these functions lie 
in the field of guerrilla warfare, psychological warfare, escape and 
evasion, economic warfare, sabotage and counter sabotage. Expenditures 
for the discharge of these responsibilities will be charged to OPC funds. 

3 . Since the inception of this project in. June 1949, two operations 
into Lithuania have been conducted. The first mission was dispatched in 
the fall of 1950, the second in the spring of 1951* Contact with an agent 
dispatched in the second operation is currently maintained. Training for 

a third CAPSTAN mission is presently conducted in the vicinity of Washington. 
This mission will be conducted jointly with the British Intelligence Service 
in the spring of 1953 * one NSP&t who is presently in training in the 

U.S. may later be joined by additional agents for final training in the 
United Kingdom.

4. In addition to the 0S0 missions which will be performed during 
the period covered by this Project Outline Renewal, the OPC tasks of this 
Division will be primarily in preparations for guerrilla warfare, psychological 
warfare and political support. Psychological warfare activities 
will be centered on the support of indigenous 
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organizations through which black radio broadcasts, distribution of leaflets 
and the support of newspapers and pamphlets can be carried out. Political 
support is primarily <nf the Lithuanian emigree organization VLIK in its 
political activities in the U.S. and abroad.
